The October 1, 1966, issue of ’’The Philadelphia In¬ 
dependent”, a Philadelphia Negro-oriented weekly tabloid, 
carried an article entitled "Big Rights Rally Here October 
9th". This article reflects that Dr. MARTIN LUTHER KING 
and JAME^fflEREDITH would be two of the speakers at a giant 
civil rights rally held at the Arena, 46th and Market Streets, 
Philadelphia, October 9th. This rally was being sponsored by 
the Interfaith-Interracial Council of the Clergy and was des¬ 
cribed by a leader of the group as the biggest, most fruitful 
rally ever held for the benefit of civil rights in Philadel-li 
phia. 


This article further reflects that the proceeds 
from the rally will go toward a "MEREDITH Mississippi March". 
The Interfaith-Interracial Council of the Clergy was founded 
by the Reverend Dr. WILLIAM L. BENTLEY, pastor of the Emmanuel 
Institutional Baptist Church, following the riots in North 
Philadelphia two years ago.

On page 6 of the October 9, 1966, issue of "The 
Philadelphia Inquirer", a local Philadelphia newspaper, 
appeared an article entitled "MEREDITH Challenges Negroes 
to ’Shape Up* ; KING Decries Violence". According to this 
article, JAMES MEREDITH, a lonesome traveler of the civil 
rights movement, and Reverend MARTIN LUTHER KING attended 
a rally on Sunday night, October 9, 1966, sponsored by the 
Interfaith-Interracial Council of the Clergy. At this rally 
MEREDITH stated the American Negro has a lot of "shaping up" 
to do before he can expect to live better. He told the 
Negro males to start acting like a man around the house, he 
admonished Negroes of both sexes to stay out of bars and 
look for work, and he urged the colored communities to strive L 
for good schools instead of squabbling over integrated educa¬ 
tion . 

Following MEREDITH'S speech, KING advised the 1500 
people present that this black power thing has taught the 
Negro one thing, that is, that there are going to be some 
serious fights among the Negroes to determine where the Negro 
is going. According to KING, there is no separate black path 
to power and there is no separate white path to power. Power 
does not lie in Molotov cocktails, bricks, stones, or guns. 

If every Negro in the United States turns to violence, KING 
stated he would stand as a lone voice, saying that was not 
the way. He indicated he was sick and tired of violence. 

He also stated that the Negro needs the white man to free him it 
from his fears and the white man*«needs the Negro to free him lA. 
from his guilt. The destinies of the white and Negro are inter¬ 
twined whether the people like it or not. 

On page 6 of the October 11, 1966, issue of "The 
Philadelphia Inquirer" appeared an article entitled "Dr. 

KING Warns of Trend Toward 'Black Cities'". Speaking before 
a luncheon meeting of the Greater Chamber of Commerce at the 
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MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR. 


Benjamin Franklin Hotel and attended by more than 300 community 
businessmen, KING stressed the need for an early solution to 
settle the differences between the white and Negro populations * 
of the country, which differences will create numerous social Ia. 
problems in every major city. 

This meeting was arranged to honor Reverend WILLIAM 
L. BENTLEY, pastor of the Emmanuel Institutional Baptist Church 
and President of the Interfaith-Interracial Council of the 
Clergy, on the celebration of his 25th year as pastor. He 
was presented with a citation by THATCHER LONGSTRETH, Presi¬ 
dent, Chamber of Commerce. KING told the audience there is a 
trend in the nation toward a dangerous development in the major 
cities which threatens to turn them into Negro cities ringed by 
white suburbs. This situation can only invite disaster. 
According to KING, there are two Americas in existence today. 

One is a white America, which is beautiful and prosperous, 
while the other is the America of the Negroes, which is ugly* 
brooding, defeated, and disappointed. Combined efforts must 
be taken to create one America for both whites and Negroes. 

The Negro is still at the bottom of the economic ladder and 
the situation has gotten worse in the last 25 years. This 
problem will become more serious with the advancement of auto¬ 
mation. KING cited the causes of the Negroes poor economic .» 
position to be underemployment and underearnings. He noted \f^ 
the average annual salary of white workers in the country is 
$6,874, while the Negro workers is $3,662. 


On page 9 of the October 11, 1966, issue of "The 
Evening Bulletin", a local Philadelphia newspaper, appeared 
an article entitled "Dr. KING Opens 2d Home Renovated by 
Clergy Council". This article reflects that KING partici¬ 
pated in the opening of a former slum house in the 1800 block 
of North Lambert Street, which was bought and remodeled by the 
Interfaith-Interracial Council of the Clergy. According to 
this article, this home was purchased by the organization, 
was remodeled, and will be sold to one of the poor Negro 
families in the neighborhood. As a nonprofit corporation, 
the organization can keep the cost of its houses down without 
cutting corners or quality, and it was indicated that these 
homes renovated by the Council can save the buyer thousands of 
dollars.

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A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, ascertained on October 11, 1966, that 
a person whom the source believed to be Douglas Pugh, Assistant 
Executive Director of Haryou-Act, contacted Clarence Jones 
regarding the advisability of Pugh attending the meeting of 
Martin Luther King and his advisors to be held in Atlanta, 
Georgia, on October 13,14, 1966.

" This strike has been a taxing one and, in 
Its earlier stage, a perilous one for the whole 
dty. It is a problem in which the issues are 
not simple. Dr. King vastly oversimplifies 
than and does an injustice to Mayor Ivan 
Allen and others in the dty government when 
be attempt! to reduce the whole thing to a 
matter of s imple unfairness to the s trikers. _ 

The dty has been underpaying Its fire- 
awn, and many others In dty service, for a 
long time. It should have responded better, j 
eocne time ago, to their needs. Since the strike' 
began, it has moved for a substantial Increase j 
hi pay, with more committed as soon as funds j 
are available. The dty has completely ac¬ 
cepted the findings of a mediator. And the 
mayor himself has taken a leading role in 
seeking stronger financing of dty government 
•o that dty employes may be properly pro¬ 
vided for in the future. 

Those are the basic facts about the fire¬ 
men’s pay and the financing of it 

There are other facts of paramount impor¬ 
tance in this strike, and it appears that Dr. 1 
King has ignored them. The first of these is 
that Atlanta firemen, like those elsewhere, 
take an oath not to strike.

Hie union that went on strike has no cre¬ 
dentials for collective bargaining for the fire¬ 
men. The strike has been condemned by the

Meanwhile, real progress has been made 
toward better reimbursing firemen and to¬ 
ward manning all stations with men who will 
not in the future endanger lives and property 
in violation of their oaths. 

Dr. King has entered into this unhappy 
business with, apparently, no real understand¬ 
ing of all this. Mayor Allen said, after con¬ 
ferring with him, that no concessions had 
been made but he thought Dr. King had 
emerged with “better understanding of the 
facts."

King said in view of the black power issue, he wanted 
to have a two or three day meeting to decide what to do about it. 
He said he had observed that the SCLC staff was in a state of 
confusion over recent events. 

King also mentioned that Whitney Young (Executive

Jones remarked that he was going to Chicago, Illinois, 
later during the day (October 1, 1966J. He said he also learned 
that the benefit show which had been scheduled for the SCLC 
had been postponed due to the illness of Sammy Davis. Levison^^ 
remarked he was glad it had been postponed since very little 
effort had been expended to make the show a success. 

Levison mentioned that ^rtin Luther King was in Atlanta 
and was very upset and depressed over events in the country. 
Levison remarked that King had been talking and making speeches 
and did not know what he was saying, and as a result of King’s 
depression, Levison said he suggested to King that he hold a 
three day conference with the Research Committee in New York or 
Chicago during the week of the tenth of this month* t ^ 

King had agreed. This meeting, Levison said, would be followed by 
SCLC staff meetings. 

Jones remarked that talks were needed very much; that 
he personally had some arguments with some close friends of 
his; that while he felt very strongly that white racism was 
fundamentally the problem in terms of coalition with white 
forces in America, there was no person in the civil rights 
movement who ideologically was taking issue with Stokely 
Carmichael. He said he thought Carmichael was reaping political 
havoc, that he must be isolated as though he were a ’’black 
Trotskyite".

On page 3 of the September 27, 1966, issue of 
"The Evening Bulletin," a Philadelphia newspaper, Philadelphia, 
Pa., appeared an article entitled, "’Black Power 1 Confusion 
Cuts Gifts KING Says." This article reflects that the Reverend 
Dr. MARTIN LUTHER KING stated on Monday, September 26, 1966 , 
that confusion over the meaning of "Black Power" has been a 
factor in the decrease in contributions to the civil rights 
movement; however, at the"Freedom Show"held, his organization 
was presented a check for $10,000, which was presented to the 
Reverend RALPH D. ABERNATHY, Vice President and Treasurer of 
the SCLC. The $10,000 was part of the proceeds from the "Freedom 
Show" sponsored by GEORGIE 7 WOQDS, local disc jockey, at which /)a 
more than 9>000 were in attendance. In accepting the check, - 
Mr, ABERNATHY told the audience that "We’re going back down 
South and continue our fight for freedom and equality, and we’ll 
take nothing else.” 

Earlier at a press conference at the Emmanuel 
Institutional Baptist Church, 22nd Street and Columbia Avenue, 

Dr. KING scoffed at reports that concern over the "Black Power" 
term was responsible for defeat of the 1966 Civil Rights Bill. 
According to KING, Congress was not prepared to act in the 
first place. JAMES MEREDITH, who was seated beside KING for 
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vr->: <_.= ■; •; or.. fere nee, agreed with him on this evaluation. 

KING further stated the defeat of the Civil Rights Bill, 
primarily because of its open housing provisions, means the 
ceath of justice and democracy in America. As long as there 
is such a thing as closed housing markets in the cities the 
inner cities will constantly face problems. 


When asked if he plans to come into Philadelphia 
to push the open housing as he has done in Chicago, Dr. KING 
replied he had no present plans to come to Philadelphia, but 
his organization will be in Chicago for several months. KING 
also refused to make comment concerning STOKELY CARMICHAEL, 
head of the Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee (SNCC), 
but he did say he would not accept black separateness or 
violence, both of which are advocated by CARMICHAEL.

AMERICAN NAZI PARTY 

OF THE WORLD UNION OF FREE ENTERPRISE 
NATIONAL SOCIALISTS, ALSO KNOWN AS 
THE GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL PARTY 

In his book ’’This Time The World,” copyrighted in 1961, 
George Lincoln Rockwell identified himself as Commander, American 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise National 
Socialists (ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963, issue of ’’The Richmond News Leader,” 
a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that George 
Lincoln Rockwell had, on the previous day, again applied for the 
American Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, 
but this request was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation 
Commission. This action was taken pursuant to an act>of the 
1962 Virginia Assembly which prohibits use of ’’Nazi” or ’’National’ 
Socialism” in a Virginia charter. This article further pointed 
out that Rockwell’s Party is presently chartered in the State 
of Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 4, 1964, a source advised that the ANP - WUFENS 
was organized by George Lincoln Rockwell as his residence in 
Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international 
’’National Socialist” movement based on the German Nazi Party headed 
by Adolf Hitler He added that Rockwell is the dominant force 
and personality in this party; that he is espousing a ’’line” of 
hatred against the Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, i 
through speeches, distribution 6 f literature and picketing, to 
establish a cohesive and dominant political party in the United 
States and in foreign countries. \ 

According to the .’’Stormtrooper's Manual," an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known to the masses;” 
second, "the dissemination of our program and truth about the 
Party;” third, "organizing the people who have been converted 
to our propaganda;’* and fourth., "the attainment of power through 
the votes of the newly-won masses.”

On September 16, 1965, the Source advised that George 
Lincoln Rockwell believes he has completed the first three phases 
in his struggle for power and is now into the fourth stage, to 
wit, the "attainment of power through the votes of the newly-won 
masses." The source stated Rockwell believes this because of his 
success in gaining a place on the ticket in the November, 1965, 
gobernatorial election in the State of Virginia.

APPENDIX 
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AMERICAN NAZI PARTY 
DALLAS UNIT 


On July 28, 1966, a source furnished the following 
information: 

The Dallas Unit of the American Nazi Party (ANP) 
is a local chapter of the ANP, which has its national head¬ 
quarters in Arlington, Virginia. Robert Alan Surrey, a 
Dallas printing salesman, is Southwestern Regional Coordinator 
and Jerald Thomas Walraven is the ,, Lieutenant ,> in charge 
of the Dallas Unit, ANP. 

As of July, 1966, the Dallas Unit consisted of 
an estimated 20 persons, of which about five persons were 
storm troopers. The Dallas Unit had no headquarters as of 
that time, but was using the mailing addresses P. 0. Box 
22071 and P. 0. Box 3980, Dallas, Texas. 

Activity consisted of meetings, held on a fairly 
regular monthly basis, of a social group and weekly meetings, 
held every Thursday night, of the storm trooper group. 
Demonstration activity was at a minimum because, according 
to statements made by Jerald Thomas Walraven, the Dallas 
ANP was so ill-prepared for such activity, being made up of 
such a small group of storm troopers, and the sloppy attitude 
of those storm troopers in the Dallas Unit.
